CAMPAIGNERS are stepping up 
their fight to get the much-lauded 
new high-speed Javelin trains to 
stop at Deal station. 

The group Trains4Deal says it has been dis¬ 
appointed with the response from transport 
authorities to its calls for the services to make 
an extra stop in the town. 

Currently the high-speed trains start in 
Ramsgate and stop in Dover and at Folke¬ 
stone’s two stations before running at top 
speed from Ashford to St Pancras in London. 

The group recently wrote outlining its views 
to Transport Minister Lord Adonis and 
received a letter back from his department. 

But members say that it addressed none of 
their concerns. 

The letter spoke about the improved journey 
times - but the group responded by saying 
Deal residents were forced to drive to Dover to 
benefit and direct services were slower than 
they had been prior to the new trains. 

It also claimed that signalling constraints 
prevented operation on the Dover to Ramsgate 
line, but campaigners pointed out the system 
on that stretch of track was the same as in 
place on main lines to London. 

They added that it was the Minster to Deal 
track that had outdated equipment. 

Typical of the responses to the letter was one 
from Graham Jackson, who wrote on the 
group’s website: “I am in total agreement 
about the benefit of the high-speed trains serv¬ 
ing St Pancras, which is an excellent inter¬ 
change for Underground and other services.

Immigration your top concern 


DOVER and Deal Conservatives 
have published the results of a crime 
and security survey that was com¬ 
piled by canvassing residents of the 
area. 

The study found immigration came 
top of the list of concerns for local 
residents. 

It also recorded that more than 20 
per cent of respondents reported 
being a victim of crime or antisocial 
behaviour. 

However, a large number of those 
who took part said better facilities for 
young people would be a major factor 
in combating problems. 

Conservative candidate Charlie 
Elphicke said: “These survey results 


demonstrate that people feel the 
Government is failing on crime and 
failing on border security. 

“I am particularly concerned that 
over a fifth of residents report being 
a victim of crime or antisocial behav¬ 
iour. We need safer streets and secure 
borders. Things need to change.” 

The survey found that immigration 
was the top issue locally - 62 per cent 
stated it was one of their top three 
issues of concern - followed by the 
NHS (56 per cent), law and order (47 
per cent) and the economy (35 per 
cent). 

A total of 22 per cent said they had 
been a victim of crime or antisocial 
behaviour in the past year and anti¬ 


social behaviour was a concern to 46 
per cent of people. 

In all, 93 per cent said they sup¬ 
ported zero tolerance beat-based 
policing on our streets, while 98 per 
cent were concerned about drugs, 
weapons and human trafficking 
through our borders. 

Offering a partial solution, 76 per 
cent thought more things for our 
young people to do, like play areas 
and dry pubs, would help to reduce 
antisocial behaviour 

The survey was sent by Mr 
Elphicke to every resident of the 
Dover and Deal constituency. In all, 
4,167 residents have so far completed 
the survey and taken part.

DEAL residents with space 
for paying guests are being 
asked to contact Dover 
District Council as it pre¬ 
pares for next year’s hugely- 
anticipated British Open 
Golf Championship.

say is sure to be back in the frame for 
major competitions in 18 months’ 
time despite the well-publicised 
problems in his private life.

Better journey times 'misleading'

“However, you [Transport Depart¬ 
ment] state that this has led to 
improved journey times from Deal 
and this I feel is misleading. 

“Using the high-speed link, the 
service from Deal is at best 10 min¬ 
utes faster than the mainline service 
used to be prior to the new timetable 
implementation in December 2009. 

“Of course, the high-speed service 
is now at best 30 minutes faster than 
the mainline service, but only 
because the Charing Cross service 
has been degraded to a stopping 
service and takes over two hours 12 
minutes to London. 

“I use the high-speed train to 
London as I now find the mainline 
service completely untenable, but I 
have to pay a premium and change 
trains to get to London at best 10 
minutes faster than I could a year 
ago. 

“Return journeys really show little 
benefit due to poor mainline connec¬ 



tions combined with the frequent 
delays to these services. 

“I and most of the constituents of 
this area are therefore saddened that 
Deal has been dealt such a shoddy 
(and poorly thought-out) hand in 


integrating with the highly beneficial 
high-speed train service, which 
would have the capacity of stimulat¬ 
ing and regenerating the area by 
(inter alia) encouraging tourism and 
new businesses into the area.”

THE revival of the Astor Theatre in 
Deal continues as local musicians 
and poets take centre stage for the 
Smugglers Sessions.

Residents will see council tax bills 
increase by 2.1 per cent after KCC failed 
to convince the Government to provide 
more than £7million it says it is owed for 
meeting asylum seekers’ needs. 

The increase will see average bills for 
the county rise to £1,047.82 for house¬ 
holders in Band D homes - an increase 
of £22.39 on last year. 

KCC had wanted to set a tax rise of 
1.86 per cent. But councillors claimed 
they could do so only if the Government 
agreed to reimburse £7.3million for look¬ 
ing after asylum seekers.

A TEMPORARY ‘story shop’ is 
being created this month by 
Dover Arts Development to collect 
memories of Buckland Mill. 

Between 11am and 6pm from Tuesday to 
Saturday, March 16-20, volunteers at 15 
Bench Street will collect and record people’s 
stories about the mill and scan any photos or 
other material that people bring along. 

On display will be artefacts and collected 
stories from Dover people about their history 
with the company. 

The idea forms part of the Watermark proj¬ 
ect, the title production of a new documen¬ 
tary film inspired by archive footage captur¬ 
ing the memories and history of the last 
Conqueror paper run at Buckland Paper 
Mill, which closed in 2000. 

Dover Museum’s Youth Group is creating 
an exhibition of items salvaged from the 
museum’s collection of Buckland Mill arte¬ 
facts for display in the Centurion House Box 
Gallery through March and April. 

School pupils will also be helping to collect 
stories, items and anecdotes from family 
members, neighbours and friends to piece 
together as much information as possible in 
preparation for the project. 

Students from the University For The 
Creative Arts at Canterbmy and Maidstone 
will be helping to create a welcoming atmos-

phere in the story shop as well as helping to 
record the stories that people tell, which will 
form the basis of the film. 

DAD director Joanna Jones said: “Please 
come along to the story shop. We will be 
showing some films about the mill and can 
offer you a cup of tea, too.” 

The story of the mill started around the year 
1777, when a man called Ingram Home took 
over or established a paper mill at Buckland. 

Within the next 20 years the mill was burnt 
down and rebuilt and had a number of owners 
until 1846, when it closed. 

In 1849, Charles Ashdown bought and re¬ 
opened the mill. With his two sons, Charles 
and Henry, he carried on the business until 
September 1879, when ownership passed to 
a partnership of Charles Ashdown Jnr and 
Henry Hobday. 

The new partners greatly improved the 
machinery, but in September 1887 the mill 
was destroyed by fire. 

To help the mill get back on its feet after 
the blaze, Henry Hobday secured the order to 
make Conqueror - watermarked business 
stationery from London paper merchants 
Wiggins Teape - in 1888. 

It continued to prosper for more than a cen¬ 
tury until lack of demand forced its closure in 
summer 2000.

Is there anyone in particular you would tip for success? 


A Radio production has always been my main 
ambition and I started when I was 14, mak¬ 
ing reports for BBC Radio Kent’s drivetime 
show. I then started as the producer of BBC 
Kent Introducing, and I’ve been the presenter 
since August 2009. I’m also a freelance produc¬ 
er at Radio Kent and Radio 1. 

Q What is the concept and idea behind BBC Kent 
Introducing? 

A lt airs every Sunday from 8pm-9pm. It’s 
part of the national BBC Introducing net¬ 
work, which offers unsigned musicians unpar¬ 
alleled opportunities to be heard across the 
UK. Our show focuses on Kent talent and 
we’ve been doing it for almost two years. 


There’s a fantastic spectrum of music 
around at the moment. On our show we 
play loads of great young talent, from bedroom 


A The county’s hottest musical property right 
now are a Tunbridge Wells band called 
Tom Williams & The Boat. They played on the 
BBC Introducing stage at Radio l’s Big 
Weekend in Maidstone in 2008 and they’re 
releasing their debut album later this year. 
They’ll be the headline act at our second 
birthday party in Folkestone on Friday (March 
5). Other bands on the bill include Thanet rock 
band Floors & Walls, Gravesend’s Gaoler’s 
Daughter, Chatham punk trio Polka Party and 
Sittingboume blues-folk band Krissy & The 
Jackdaws. There’ll also be DJ sets, including 
one from Tunbridge Wells’s Jacob Plant. 

Q What do you believe are the key ingredients for 
becoming a successful musician or band? 

A Loads of passion and motivation - you 
need to be absolutely dedicated to putting 
in a lot of promotional legwork when you’re 
starting off. Also think about what makes you 
different - it really helps you get noticed if 
you’re doing something original. 

Another important step is to upload your 
music to BBC Introducing, which gives you 
instant exposure to producers around the 
BBC, including Radio 1 and 6 Music.

Q You come from Folkestone - what do you think of the 
town and its musical talent?

New series has 
coast rescuers 
back on screen

AFTER a successful first series, 
Sea Patrol UK is back for a sec¬ 
ond run, featuring the role of the 
emergency services in safeguard¬ 
ing the Strait of Dover. 

The work of the Dover lifeboat, coastguard 
and other organisations that perform search, 
rescue and security duties will all be fea¬ 
tured when the show airs this summer. 

Diccon Green, director of production com¬ 
pany Wall To Wall, has settled into his six- 
month stint in Dover and is getting used to 
filming on a moving boat. 

He has previously worked for the BBC as a 
director and producer on several series fea¬ 
turing the police and other agencies, most 
recently on the Sky One series UK Border 
Force, which followed the work of customs 
and immigration teams. 

The production team will be splitting their 
time between the Dover lifeboat and coast¬ 
guards working in the Dover area. 

The first series showed the lifeboat rescu¬ 
ing the crew of a yacht that had gone 
aground on the Goodwin Sands and the 


search for a missing man. It was the most- 
viewed series on National Geographic 
Channel in the UK during 2009 and when 
shown on Channel Five attracted 1.5 million 
viewers a week. 

RNLI coxswain Stuart Richardson said: 
“I’m pleased to see the Wall To Wall film crew 
back for a second series. 

“The first series was an excellent way for 
the public to see close-up the variety of 
searches and rescues carried out by the char¬ 
ity’s volunteers around the Dover Strait.” 

Mr Green said: “Like the first series of Sea 
Patrol UK, we hope to make another fasci¬ 
nating and enthralling show featuring those 
amazing men and women of the RNLI, coast¬ 
guard, Navy and bomb-disposal teams who 
regularly put their lives at risk protecting 
and rescuing people, and ships, and policing 
the world’s busiest commercial waterway.” 

The series of eight hour-long episodes is 
due to air in July on National Geographic 
and then later in the year on Channel Five. 

Wall To Wall Television is a producer of fac¬ 
tual and drama programming. 

During 2009 it was voted most-respected 
independent production company in a sur¬ 
vey by Televisual Magazine and has been 
responsible for series such as Who Do You 
Think You Are? and New Tricks. 


Astonishing rescue of sea dog 


COASTGUARD volunteers taking part in a 
training session helped rescue a dog who had 
been swept almost five miles along the coast 
from Deal to Sandwich. 

The owner of a Staffordshire bull terrier 
called Little Man contacted Deal coastguard 
at about 9.30pm on Friday. 

He said the dog had been swept into the 
sea north of Deal pier. 

Dover Coastguard predicted that wind and 
tide conditions would have swept the animal 
to Sandwich Bay, where he was found. 

Dover Coastguard watch manager Mike 
Painter said: “These volunteers were at the 
right place at the right time for the owner of 
the dog, who was immensely grateful to see 
his pet returned safe and sound.” 


Meanwhile, Environment Agency teams 
were in action on Sunday to prevent flooding. 

Outside the town, teams operated the 
Stonar Cut sluice to intercept tidal water 
flowing upstream and divert it back to the 
lower stretch of the river. 

Temporary defences were set up to protect 
homes by the town quay. 

As well as the high tides, heavy rain falling 
on saturated ground contributed to flooding 
in many parts of east Kent. 

“Our teams in the field worked hard to pre¬ 
pare for the weekend’s weather, monitoring 
river levels, checking flood defences and 
ensuring drains and culverts were free from 
debris,” said Environment Agency spokes¬ 
man Jonathan Taylor.

SPEED cameras in Dover are 
continuing to help reduce the 
number of people killed or seri¬ 
ously injured in road accidents, 
according to the latest figures 
from the Kent and Medway 
Safety Camera Partnership. 

In the three years prior to installation, 17 
people were killed or seriously injured at 
crash hot-spots in the district. 

That figure has been cut to just ten people 
killed or seriously hurt at camera sites in the 
most recent three-year period from 2006-08 
- a fall of 41 per cent. 

Communications officer Katherine Barrett 
said the roadside cameras were installed at 
specific locations because of their history of 
speed-related crashes in which people had 
been killed or seriously injured. 

Dover has two fixed yellow safety cameras, 
one at Ringwould and the other at 
St Margaret’s, and three safety-camera van 
sites. 

Ms Barrett said: “Where you see a yellow 
fixed camera, it means there have been three 
or more deaths or serious injuries over a one- 
kilometre stretch in the three years before 
the camera was installed. 

“Our camera vans operate at sites where 
at least one person has been killed or seri¬ 
ously injured in a speed-related crash.

“All cameras are placed where they will 
save lives and these latest figures for Dover 
show beyond any doubt that they are mak¬ 
ing our roads a safer place,” she said. 

The campaign is conducted through a com¬ 
bination of educating drivers and encourag¬ 
ing them to slow down, publicity campaigns 
and enforcement. 

More than 33,400 speeding tickets were 
issued to motorists across Kent and Medway 
in 2008 but, despite this, the group said driv¬ 
ers were slowing down. 

Ms Barrett said: “While we’re still issuing 
tickets, the message is getting through to 
people and the number of tickets we’re pro¬ 
cessing is falling every year.”

A NEW report entitled Water- 
birds In The UK 2007/08 has 
highlighted the importance of 
Kent as a winter destination for 
winged visitors. 

Each winter this country sees the arrival of 
millions of waterbirds from the Arctic and 
northern Europe. 

Dungeness, The Swale and the Medway 
estuary are all prime destinations in the 
county for thousands of birds. 

Dungeness is listed in the report as being 
internationally important for two species, 
shoveler and mute swan. In the last five years 
the area and nearby Rye Bay supported an 
average of 36,165 birds. 

Meanwhile, The Swale supported an aver¬ 
age of 79,361 birds over the last five years, 
with black-tailed godwit, golden plover and 
pintail occurring in internationally impor¬ 
tant numbers. 

The Medway has three species occurring 
in internationally important numbers - avo- 
cet, pintail and black-tailed godwit. 

Over the last five years it has supported an 
average of 29,413 birds. 

Dr Mark Avery, the RSPB’s conservation 
director, said: “Two aspects of this long- 
running study really stand out. 

“Firstly, that bird populations change over 
time and understanding this is critical to 
developing future conservation strategies. 

“Secondly, that the UK’s wetlands, and 
particularly those on the coast, are of enor¬ 
mous importance to the survival of a great 
number of waterbirds which migrate from 
many other countries. 

“The protection and wise management of 
our wetlands is a priority to ensure that they 
continue to provide a lifeline to bird popula¬ 
tions in the face of climate change.” 

Shifting 

An analysis of the 50 most widespread 
winter-visiting wetland birds showed there 
had been some dramatic changes over the 
last decade - and emphasised the impor¬ 
tance of protecting sites such as The Swale, 
the Medway and Dungeness in the face of a 
UK-wide decline in some species. 

Birds faring the worst compared with a 
decade ago included ringed plover, pochard, 
bar-tailed godwit and Greenland white- 
fronted goose. 

However, on a positive note, the five species 
recording the greatest increases over the 
period included little egret, whooper swan, 
black-tailed godwit, avocet and barnacle 
goose. 

For some declining species, such as ringed 
plover and bar-tailed godwit, it seems they 
are shifting away from wintering in the UK, 
choosing instead to spend the winter in 
continental Europe. 

Those species which have increased in 
numbers have been increasing for a variety 
of reasons. 

Avocets are believed to have increased 
because of milder winters and targeted 
conservation action, while black-tailed god- 
wits and whooper swans, which migrate from

DUNGENESS, The Swale and the Medway estuary 
all offer excellent opportunities to watch birds. 

Viewing hides have been set up on Elmley 
Marshes RSPB reserve, while the unusually-named 
Horrid Hill at Riverside Country Park, near 
Gillingham, offers 360-degree views over the 
Medway estuary. 

The expanse of mudflats and the wide skies 
contribute to the excellent viewing conditions and, 
despite its name, Horrid Hill is one of the most 
attractive sites in north Kent for birdwatchers. 

Dungeness is internationally regarded as an 
excellent site for birdwatchers and its bird 
observatory is a registered charity with a warden 
present between March and November. 

Its main recording area - where bird numbers 
are compiled - is the south-eastern corner of the 
shingle promontory that juts into the western 
limits of the Strait of Dover. 

A daily record is kept of all birds spotted in the 
area and this is available for visitors to consult. 

The main threat to the county's bird population 
is development, with proposals for an expansion of 
Lydd airport and plans for an offshore airport in 
the Thames estuary being of particular concern. 

The huge number of new houses being planned 
for the county will also put tremendous strain on 
its environment. 


Iceland, are thought to be increasing because 
of subtle changes in farming there, possibly 
linked to climate change. 

The annual report is based on the field¬ 
work of some 3,000 bird-surveyors partici¬ 
pating in synchronized monthly counts at 
wetlands, including estuaries, marshes, lakes 
and reservoirs, across the UK. 

Chas Holt, of the British Trust for Orni¬ 
thology, said: “The changes in waterbird 
populations identified each year by the 
Wetland Bird Survey highlight the impor¬ 
tance of monitoring our wetlands. 

‘Without the dedicated efforts of volun¬ 
teers throughout the UK, we would know 
far less than we do about how our waterbird 
populations are faring, and which sites are of 
most importance for them. 

“Future research and conservation efforts, 
both at the national and international level, 
can be suitably directed using information 
collected by these volunteers.” 

Partners 

Richard Hearn, head of species monitoring 
at the World Wildlife Trust, said: “Where 
declines of these migratory waterbirds have 
been noted in the UK, we must guard against 
assuming these birds are wintering further 
east in parts of Europe previously too cold. 

“Climate-related changes in distribution 
have the potential to mask more serious con¬ 
servation problems, so it is more important 
than ever that we get the complete picture by 
working with partners abroad to monitor 
these birds across their flyways.”

Unfortunately, we don’t produce much and 
our one big skill - financial services - is no longer in 
such great demand. 

And weren’t our chums across the Channel happy? 
The Germans, Belgians and French quickly realised 
Angleterre was the place for a bargain. 

They came across, shopping for clothes and shoes, 
then wondered why we weren’t visiting Calais quite 
so often any more. 

Well you wouldn’t, would you? Tesco wine is cheap¬ 
er over here and I’m not comfortable paying eight 
quid for a bit of cheese made from sheep milk. 

Anyway, the annual Wright family excursion has 
been a little squeezed in the past couple of years 
because of GB Ltd’s financial mess. 

Portugal and Mallorca turned out to be a bit pricey 
last year, and even Turkey the previous year admit¬ 
ted prices were up and Brits weren’t spending as 
much. No wonder. 


I can get a fried breakfast cheaper in a transport 
cafe here than I could in sunny Marmaris. And that’s 
not the way it should be. Because the idea of a holi¬ 
day abroad is that it’s so cheap you can come home 
and tell everyone how four of you ate out, drank gal¬ 
lons of the local booze, took a taxi back and still had 
so many pesetas/drachmas/lire left out of a tenner. 

But for the past 18 months we’ve had to scrimp - 
and visiting Med hot-spots has become a bit pricey. 

However, those nice Greeks are set to make it all 
better again. I love Greece. Holidays there have 
always been fun, sunny and cheap. But it’s in real 
financial trouble and finally having to face up to eco¬ 
nomic reality. 

France and Germany are pretty cross with Greek 
PM George Papandreou, since they have propped up 
the euro while our Mediterranean pals enjoy the bene¬ 
fits of stable interest rates and currency exchange. 

Merkel and Sarkozy, along with the IMF, have 
given George a bit of a kicking and demanded he cut 
borrowing and spending, otherwise the country’s 
international credit rating will resemble Zimbabwe’s. 

The Greek crisis has highlighted a dangerous 
weakness in the euro, proving that an interest rate 
and currency that stretches across borders 2,000 
miles apart won’t work unless everyone is sensible. 

And that means the euro will become less attrac¬ 
tive, will fall in value and we Brits can enjoy cheap 
holidays again. Retsina all round, then.

Council will fold if it 
doesn't back airport 

The redevelopment of Lydd airport, 
owned by Shepway council, is vital 
to the regeneration of Romney 
Marsh and surrounding areas. 

The Government’s policy is to 
support the development of small 
regional airports as part of its 
regeneration strategy. 

Shepway’s Local Plan supports 
Lydd airport redevelopment, as 
does Kent County Council’s 
Structure Plan. 

There are no legitimate reasons 
for refusal of the planning 
application. This was demonstrated 
in 1994, when following an 
expensive public inquiry, planning 
permission was granted with 
conditions. 

There is no doubt that if Shepway 
refuses planning permission, the 
management of Lydd airport will 
lodge an appeal of ‘non-determination’ 
as it has taken three years to reach 
a date for hearing the application 
and Shepway’s planning 
department has chosen to ignore 
the details of the previous public 
inquiry. 

If our local authority loses this 
appeal - and this seems inevitable, 
as happened at Stansted - then 
this could herald the demise of 
Shepway council. 

The leaseholders at Lydd airport 
have so far invested in excess of 
£20 million in upgrading facilities. 

They also incurred costs of £2m 
in providing information such as an 
Environmental Impact Assessment 
and other information already in 
the possession of Shepway council 
through the public inquiry. 

The final tally of compensation 
will bankrupt the council. 

The Chambers of Commerce at 
Folkestone and Ashford consider 
the redevelopment of Lydd airport 
to be crucial to the regeneration of 
our area and the committee and 
members of Friends of Lydd Airport 


Group call on all the members of 
Shepway council to support them 
and the airport in creating 
desperately-needed employment, 
especially for our youngsters.

Rejection shows the 
future is greener 

The recent reiteration of Shepway 
council’s planning officers to reject 
Lydd airport’s expansion plans 
must now be the final nail in the 
coffin. 

The environmental considerations, 
officers say, have not been met. 
Anyway, the wider need to act now 
to curb climate change, including 
problems from aircraft emissions, 
must take precedence. 

Further, aviation group IATA 
pointed out recently that the 
numbers of bookings for flights 
were down 15 per cent last year 
due to recession and people were 
holidaying in the UK instead. 

This will continue for some years 
yet, given the difficult economic 
situation we face. 

So it just remains for the full 
council to administer the coup de 
grace at tomorrow’s meeting. 

I hope they will recommend that 
such plans be buried permanently, 
as most people on the Marsh and 
elsewhere may agree. 

Meanwhile, up the road at 
Dungeness, all the hot air, complaining 
and reports over the Government’s 


rejection of the site as suitable for a 
third nuclear power station are also 
very likely in vain. 

The latest information shows that 
both designs for new stations could 
be risky anyway. 

The American Westinghouse 
AP1000 has design faults that 
could be dangerous in an aircraft 
collision, for instance, and the 
French Areva and Finnish-designed 
PWRs appear to produce a lot more 
radioactive waste than previously 
thought. 

Despite the usual company 
denials, no new station can be 
foolproof, as independent expert 
John Large has said. 

Thus the time has surely come for 
this area to adopt the green-tech 
and lifestyle options that are 
springing up in towns and cities 
across the UK as the way forward. 

The CBI recently pointed out that 
the low-carbon sector is already 
worth £100 billion to the UK 
economy. 

So green-tech businesses on the 
Marsh to help supply local, and 
wider, need must be the way 
forward.

Lower rents to avoid 
a double-dip slump 

Kent Green Party is urging owners 
of commercial premises such as 
shops to lower their rents to try to 
attract tenants. 


With all town centres in Kent and 
Medway showing vacancies, one 
way a that double-dip recession 
may be avoided is to create new 
opportunities using empty shops. 

Empty shop-fronts are apparent 
in every town centre in Kent. A 
major barrier to the use of these 
properties is the level of commercial 
rent expected by owners. 

Would it not be better to have 
some income and keep properties in 
better repair through use rather 
than have an empty shop and no 
income? 

The combined initiative of Kent’s 
local councils, the No Use Empty 
campaign has made some steps 
towards putting properties into use. 

But the process could be speeded 
up if commercial landlords were 
willing to reduce rents. 

There is considerable scope for 
regeneration of urban centres based 
on refurbishment, rather than 
new-build if the roughly 22,000 
empty homes across Kent and 
Medway are put back into use, too. 

Town-centre shops need 
customers. Town-centre residents 
make good customers. If these 
efforts are made in combination 
with raising energy efficiency and 
the use of solar technology for 
energy supply, then businesses 
could also have lower energy costs. 

Research indicates that a Green 
New Deal package could create a 
million sustainable jobs. 

Making full use of existing 
buildings is a key part of this.

On Sunday, July 11, former airmen will 
parade before Prince Michael of Kent at 
Capel-le-Ferne, while Spitfire and Hurricane 
fighters and a Lancaster bomber roar over¬ 
head. 


The public is invited to attend what is sure 
to be a special day at the memorial, which 
includes a wall inscribed with the names of 
men who lost their lives, a sculpture of a pilot 
gazing out to sea and replica Hurricane and 
Spitfire fighter planes. 

Cadets from all three branches of the armed 
services will attend, along with the band of the 
RAF. Standards from RAF squadrons will also 
be paraded on the day. 

A spokesman said: “It’s sure to be a great 
day. But as well as veterans, dignitaries and 
cadets, the public are also invited along and 
pay their respects.” 

The Battle of Britain took place in the sum-

mer of 1940 after Hitler’s Nazi forces had 
taken control of France and the Low 
Countries. 

As a prelude to a planned invasion of 
Britain, the Luftwaffe was ordered to destroy 
the Royal Air Force which it greatly outnum¬ 
bered. Raids lasted until the autumn as 
Fighter Command fended off waves of 
German bombers and tangled with their 
escorting ME 109 and ME 110 fighters. 

Eventually the raids stopped and the threat 
of invasion was lifted - giving rise to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s famous tribute: 
“Never in the field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few”.

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De Niro's still the daddy as all-star

JUST how much do parents really 
know about their children’s lives? 

Everybody’s Fine, a remake of an Italian 
film, suggests not as much as they think. 

The film sees Oscar-winner Robert De Niro 
playing Frank Goode, a widower who 
has spent his life working in a wire factory, 
earning money to support his family. 

When he retires, he realises he hasn’t spent 
enough time with his children and sets off 
on a road trip across the US to surprise each 
of them. 

He expects to find them living the successful 
lives his wife had always told him about, but 
the reality is very different. 

As a father-of-four sons and one adopted 
daughter, 66-year-old De Niro knew only 
too well how complicated family relationships 
can be and it was this that appealed about 
the film. 

“I can identify with this stuff, to say the 
least. I can understand what Frank is going 
through with his kids and that’s what was so 
interesting to me,” he says, in his unmistake- 
able drawl. 

“I have five kids and two grandchildren, so I 
could easily draw on [my own experience] 
when it was applicable to this film.” 

He’s not afraid of how his children will 
respond to the film - and whether they’ll see 
their dad in the character of Frank. 

“I think they’ll see it eventually... God knows 
what they’ll say,” he smiles, eyes twinkling. 

Such is De Niro’s pulling power as an actor, 
that Drew Barrymore, Kate Beckinsale and 
Sam Rockwell lined up to play his on-screen 
children, Rosie, Amy and Robert, and they 
worked hard to recreate a family. 

“I hate those fake Hollywood families where 
people do one read-through and suddenly 
they’re a family,” says Barrymore, 34, whose 
character is “a dancer” in Las Vegas. 

“This was different because we spent a lot of 
time together so the tactile feeling of affection 
would come across between us. 


“With Robert De Niro, I felt I couldn’t just 
call him ‘Bob’, so I started calling him ‘Daddy 
D’. I wanted to get to know him well enough so 
that those emotions would happen naturally 
on screen.” 

Beckinsale said: “I think we all felt very con¬ 
nected and cobbled together, like a real family. 
Everyone was full of emotions about the story. 

“We might not have had the same experi¬ 
ences as our characters, but the themes of 
secrets in families, trying to protect your par¬ 


ents and the relationships between siblings 
was something each of us could relate to. 

“It was especially personal to Bob and that 
sort of filtered down to each of us.” 

Everybody’s Fine was written and directed 
by Nanny McPhee’s Kirk Jones and based on 
the Italian film Stanno Tutti Bene by Oscar- 
winning director Giuseppe Tomatore, itself a 
follow-up to his classic Cinema Paradiso. 

“I was very aware of how universal family is 
as a theme, possibly second only to the theme

of love, which half the films we watch are 
about,” says Jones, who lives in Bristol. 

He admits he didn’t have a plan B if De Niro 
had turned down the role of Frank. 

“There wasn’t really a back-up plan. I just 
knew he was right. After meeting him in New 
York I knew he was absolutely perfect for the 
role. It was just a matter of waiting for him to 
realise he was perfect for the role.” 

De Niro didn’t let him down.

FOLK is back, and it’s 
back with a bang. 

The often ridiculed genre is under¬ 
going something of a resurgence, 
and thanks to bands like Coco’s 
Lovers, it’s not difficult to see why.

the Adriatic, and we slipped 
over the side to swim in the 
ciystal-clear waters. 

It was the perfect way to cool off at 
the end of a day that had seen us 
explore Croatia’s second city of 
Split, with its well-preserved Greek 
and Roman ruins. 

After our refreshing swim in the 
bay at Brae we clambered back 
aboard the Emanuel, a compact, 
vintage-style cruise ship which 
offers seven-day tours of Croatia’s 
coast and islands this summer. 

We moored in Bol on Brae, an old 
fishing port enjoying something of a 
boom as a resort. 

Along the quayside, the local win¬ 
ery produces the local Bolski Plavac, 
a red wine made from local black 
grapes, and where you can enjoy 
tastings. 

About 15 minutes’ walk from the 
harbour is the beach of Zlatni Rat, or 
Golden Horn, a spectacular mini¬ 
peninsular of clean white pebbles 
stretching out to sea that has been 
acclaimed as among the world’s top 
ten beaches. 

We had spent our first night on 
board Emanuel moored in the medi¬ 
aeval walled city of Trogir, an easy 
drive from Split Airport. The next 
morning, we headed north by road 
along the Dalmatian coast. 

Fishing ports with their red-roofed 
houses dot the coastline, including 
the picturesque Primostan, a small 
village with narrow, winding streets 
set on a hilly peninsula. 

We paused in Sibenik, the most- 
fortified town in the Adriatic and 
one-time seat of the Croatian kings,

to admire the magnificent 15th cen¬ 
tury St Jakob’s Cathedral, which 
took 105 years to build with stone 
from Brae. 

Further north is Zadar, an ancient 
and imposing town surrounded 
almost entirely by water and where 
film director Alfred Hitchcock, on a 
visit in the 1960s, pronounced its 
sunsets as the most beautiful he had 
seen in the world.

for a bigger cabin, taking five adults in comfort 
with three proper seats and acres of space in 
the back. Back seats fold in one movement for 
a completely flat cargo area. 

Mid-range Expression trim (as tested) 
brings overhead lockers and shelving, folding 
tables on front seatbacks, multi-position par¬ 
cel shelf and folding front passenger seat. 

However, the dashboard betrays van origins; 
it works well enough, but you are faced by a 
grim acreage of plastic though the situation is 
rescued partly by the glassy airiness and 
pleasant driving manners of the Kangoo. 

Two 1.6-litre petrol options are available, but 
the 1.5dCi diesel is the big draw. I like this 
engine’s flexibility and Renault underlines the 
point by offering three outputs: 68PS (67bhp), 
86PS (85bhp) and 106PS (104bhp). 

The first two have less than 140g/km of C02 
emissions, so they qualify for Renault’s eco2 
‘green label’ though still attracting £ 120/year 
in road tax and £110 after 1 April. 

The 86PS unit fitted to the test car proved to 
be about right for the Kangoo, with a good mix 
of economy and power for a vehicle that may be 
worked hard as a family troop carrier or even a 
commercially-operated courtesy vehicle or taxi. 


VAN-based MPVs are ‘Marmite 
Motors’ - cars you either love or 
hate. 

Renault was a pioneer with the Kangoo, 
landing here in 1999. As a cut-price all-round¬ 
er for a self-employed tradesman, it could 
carry tools by day and the family in the 
evenings and at weekends, with easy access to 
rear seats via two sliding doors. 

Many families also latched onto it as an eco¬ 
nomical second car/school bus and Renault 
grew sales further by marketing to pet lovers 
and sporting types needing to carry tents, 
bikes, surfboards and other gear. 

The format adds up even more since an all- 
new model arrived last June. It’s still a magnet 
for ‘Postman Pat’jibes, but buyers can be more 
smug this time around. 

For the Kangoo has gone posh without 
forgetting its roots, with a donor chassis 
from the latest Scenic MPV, boosting ride 
quality, handling and sophistication against 
its predecessor, while pegging prices for such a 
capacious car which starts from £11,438 to 
£15,220 for the top spec. 

The Scenic route brings a longer wheelbase

Families help out the 
younger generation 
instead of saving 

PARENTS helping their children get on 
to the property ladder is the main reason 
behind the growing property market in 
the past ten months. 

According to one investment advisor, 
they realise that putting their money 
into housing is likely to provide a better 
return than keeping it in the bank. 

Stuart Law, chief executive officer at 
property investment advice group 
Assetz said: “Parents are coming to 
the conclusion they should perhaps be 
helping their children with this money, 
rather than seeing it languish in a 
bank account where there’s no interest 
being paid.” 

More products entering the mortgage 
market, including higher loan-to-value 
deals, are also boosting the housing mar¬ 
ket, Mr Law continued. He predicted five 
per cent growth for the property market 
this year, adding that it is dealing with 
the risks still present. 

Figures from the National Association 
of Estate Agents revealed that the 
percentage of sales made to first-time 
buyers increased from 19 per cent in 
December 2009 to 23 per cent last 
month.

THE number of postponements is beginning 
to take its toll on Folkestone Invicta’s 
performances, according to manager Neil 
Cugley.

The last few games 
we’ve not played as well and I think it’s 
because we’ve not been playing regular foot¬ 
ball.” 

The side have still found a happy knack of 
grinding out results, with James Everitt’s 
late penalty giving them a 2-1 win at 
Chatham last week. 

The Seasiders visit Met Police this 
Saturday without Simon Austin, who begins 
a three-game suspension. Cugley admits the 
Police have surprised many with their 
mediocre form this season but warned 
against taking them lightly. 

He said: “Met Police have shocked people 
by not being near the play-offs. They’ve got
